Being for the blessmgs heretofore enjoyed, and 
Ene our dependence on him for a continuation 
of those blessings, do ordain and establish a ñ ee 
and independent government, by the name of 
tha Stato of Deseret, including all the following 
boundaries, to wit Commencing at the 33d deg 
north latitude, where it crosses the 108th deg, 
longitude, west of Greenwich; thence running 
south and west to the northern boundary of Mox- 
ico; thence to ond down the mam channal of the 
Gila river, on the northern hne of Moxico, and 
on tho northern boundary of Lower Califormia, to 
the Pacific ocean, thence along the coast north- 
woaterly to the 118th deg 30 min of west longi- 
tude, thence north to where said lno intersects 
the dividing ridge of the Sierra Neyada mount- 
ams, thenca north along the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains to the dividing range 
of mountains that separate the waters flowing 
into the Columbia myer from the waters running 
mito the Great Basm, thenco easterly along the 
dividing range of mountains that sepornte stid 
waters flowing into the Columbia river on the 
north from the waters flowing into the Groat Baz 
sin on the south, to the sumnut of Wind river 
chain of mountains; thence southeast and south 
by the dividing range of mountains that separate 
the waters flowing into the Gulf of Mexico front 
tho waters flowing into the Gulf of Califorma, to 
thé place of beginnmg, assot forth in a map drawn 
by Charles Preuss, and published by order of the

The powers of the governmontare then divided 
into throe departments—Legulatiye, Executive, 
and Judicial.

counts and Treasurer, The judigial power 1s 
vested m a Supreme Court and such inforor tri- 
bunals as the Legislature shall establish, A Chief 
dusting and two Associates cOmpose the Supreme 

ourt. 

The fifth article provides for the election ofall 
the officers namedin tho Constitution, on the first 
Monday of May, last] and for a vote for, or 
against the adoption of tho Constitution, “and if 
a majority of all the legal votes shall bo in favor 
of ite adoption, the samo shall take effect from: 
and after the said election” 

In tho Declaration of Rights it is declared 
“that all men have a natural and inalienable 
right to worship God according to the dictates of 
their own consciences, and the General Assembly 
shall mako no law respecting an establishment of 
religon, or prohibiting tho free evxerciaa thercof, 
or disturbing any person in his religious worshi 
or sentiments—provided he does not distmb the 
public peaco nor obstruct others in theirrcligious

General Wilson and his interesting family ar- 
rived m the Senator from Sacramento city on 
Saturday ovening. Itis generally known, that 
m view of the difficulties the omigrants would 
experience, General Smith assumed tho re 
sponsrbihty of approprinting government funds 
for the purpose of affording them rehef, and that 
General Riley promptly and cordially approved 
and ecconded the vows of General Smith For 
this purpose $100,000 wore placed in the hands of 
Major Rucker, U S Quarter- Master, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing animals, provisions and beaveg 
and assist in gettmg in the women and children 
of the emigrants and the ack and disabled Par- 
tics were accordingly orgamzed m Soptember, 
and Mr John H, Peoples, the poneer of the 
American press in Mexico, Was employed as agent 
of thé-department and despatohed *to the assist, 
ance of the sufferers Wo had tho pleasure of 
an interyiew on Monday with Mr Peoples and 
were furnished by him with the successful result 
of his expedition 

He started with twenty-four pach mules, load- 
ed with provisions, twenty-six heef cattle and 
twelve men from the Stamslaus diggings, and 
subsequently receryod an addition of three wag- 
ons filled with provisions, thirty head of beoves 
and a re-inforcement of men The roads wera 
very bad but their progress was quite rapid, as 
they used every exertion to reach the emigrants, 
who were suffering in the snow between the up- 
per portion of the Pitt and Feather rivers Du 
ring the month of October they expenenced 
some little mconvemence from the tribe of Indi- 
ans known as “the Digger” n treacherous and 
vile race, and as subtle and msinuating as the 
prairie snake On one occasion, after having 
been prowhng about for some days they stole mto 
camp towards day heht,and ran off every beera m 
camp The loss was soon discorered, however, 
immediate pursuit made and the cattle recover- 
ed The following mght camp fires were seen 
all about the camp of the relief party from one to 
two miles off and as they felt pretty strong, hay- 
ing been somewhat reinforced by straggling em- 
igrants, 1b was determined to pay them for their 
thjevery A small party accordingly started, 
made a detour of seyeral miles, and ereepmg up 
m the rear of a party of “ diggers’ about a camp 
fire, fired a volley of nfe balls at them, causing 
them fo “scratch gravel” im the most decided 
manner, Sux of the Indsans were killed by the 
first fire, From that time nothing more was seen 
of them during the whole time the expedition 
was out, 

| When the emigrants were at length reached 
they wera found to be ma yery bad condition, | 
suffering from hungerand cold to an excossieo 
degree, and many of them afficted with that 
dreadful disease the scurvy The provisions were 
distributed, the women, children and the disa- 
bled, mounted, and all started on their way to the 
settlements, rejoicing When about thirty miles 
from Lossen's Ranche, which 18 one hundred and 
twenty miles above Sacramento City, where there 
are now about fifty famhee, a violent snow storm 
set in, the snow falling to the depth of three and 
four fect. The weather was bitterly cold andy 
many of the mules were frozen to death, while 
others were only able to proceed a short distance. 
Mr. Peoples placed nineteen of the women on 
mules and got them safely tothe ranche The 
residue of the party aleo succeeded in getting in 
in safety They wero treated, we are told, with 
much kindness, and furnished with beef and 
flour At last accounts, however, the flour wag 
all exhausted and unless additional assstance is 
afforded them, they must still endure much sufe 
fering Several of the families have come down, 
and one or two have established themselyes for 
the winter in the valley near the head waters of 
ho Sacramento, in s fine game country where 

tey expect to pass the winter comfortably. Los- 
sen’s rancho is situited on Deer Creck, which 
emptics mto the Sacramento near tho new town of 
Danville, about forty miles below Redding’s dig- 
gings General Wilson ond family procured a 
whale boat at Lossen's and in that conveyance 
came down to Sacramento City. 

The whole country will approve of General 
Smith s course in this matter, and we doubt. not

There has been much apprehension and anxic- 
ty in the minds of the thinking community with 
repard to the emigration which started to come 
by the plains on the upper pass to this country 
It was well known that o large number of fam- 
lies were en route, and very well grounded fears 
wero entertained thet the snows which had fal- 
len in those mountain fastnesses had been most 
productive of suffering and denth to the belated 
emigrants. Those rocky and stérile regions, 
through which the determined emigrant in his 
boldness and utter disregard of all dangers and 
pnyations iscompelled to pasa, afford but httle 
cheer at any time, peopled only by wild herds of 
savage foes and the bounding game of the forest, 
but when the cold blasts of winter set in and tho 
tremendous falls of mow occur, one cannot help 
thuking of the weary wanderer with a chil- 
Inng sensation of the heart, What difficulties 
and barriers will not man enduro to carry out his 
indomiable purposes! But when we reflect that 
gentle women, unused to hardships, haye accom- 
panied their husbands, and that tho tender in- 
fant with no power to help atself, dependent on 
the fond being that bore it; that the aged pa- 

rept, with whitened, locka and tottering limbs, 
clinging to his loved progeny, havo formed the 
waves of this great sen of emigration which has 
been steadily approaching front the Atlantio to 
tho Pacific const, our deepest sympathies cannot 
ful to be excited Our apprehensions are now a 
rest—our fearain their behalf quieted. An all- 
seeing and benificent Providence bas watched 
Over them m the barren plains, has brought 
them succor in tho midst of the deopest distress 
when starvation and death stared them in the 
face.
